In regard to the messenger boy s em­ 
ploy ed at the telegraph offices, lail- 
road stations and other places through­ 
out the city , Mr. Ramsey has Investi­ 
gated the majority of cases, and learns 
that under the law the greater por­ 
tion of these children are permitted 
to rem ain a t work, as

the boy s are the main support 
of 
pjwti ewed mothers. 
. The iximpulsory school attendance 
law was 
introduced by Hon. E. E. 
Joiinston, of this city , 
and passed at 
the last session of the Missouri gen­ 
eral assem b^. 
It reQuires all children between the 
agfs of S and 14 to attend school, 
unless a w ritten document from the 
child's parents Is presented, showing 
that the child has not proper clothing 
o r that its earnings are needed at 
home. 
Children between the ages of 14 and 
16 y ears are also required to attend 
achool,U nless they furnish some valid 
' ejccuse, and in case of violation of Lie 
law the penalty is a fine of not less 
fiimi |io nor more than |25, or a two 
day s’ jail sentence, and not more than 
ten day s in jail, or both fine and iin 
prisonment, at the discretion of the 
courL 
Mr. Ramsey stated that he has ask­ 
ed the" authorities to assist him in hav­ 
ing the law enforced, and that they 
have agreed to do so.

They Were Sent to Col. J. R. 
Rip p ey from Columb ia. 


BE SEEN AT THE STATE FAIR. 


One Has Lost Both Wings, Another an 
Ey e, Ete., But They Will Ail 
Be Patched Up. 


Ten angels have been sent by Dr. 
H. J. Wators, dean of the Missouri Ag­ 
ricultural college, to Col. J. R. Rippey , 
of Sedalia, secretary of the Missouri 
State fair, say s the Columbia Herald. 
Such a shipment of angels has never 
been known In Mlimouri. It Is true 
that some of the angels are somewhat 
mutilated. One has imt both wini^, 
the ey e of another has been punched 
out aiMi the flowing robes of several 
have been disarranged. 
Col. 
Rippey , 
however, 
expresses 
great gratification at the receipt of the 
angels. “Ihey 
are just 
riiiLt,” he 
writes, “to put In the niches of the 
new live stock pavilion of the state 
fair. We have been needing a fresh 
supply of angels, and after these have 
been painted up and repaired they will 
be welcome additions. I expect to ask 
tile fair hoard to pay hills for freliiit; 
on the angels j^ent down from Colum­ 
bia to Sedalia and for repairing s u bt­ 
ly damaged angels.” 
^ 
Th e angels are of plaster, hut are 
extremely life-like. I^ ey once adorn­ 
ed the Missouri agricultural exhibits 
at the world’s fair. When the fail 
closed they were shipped with the 
other portions of the agricultural ex­ 
hibit |o the agricultural college, where 
they w ere to be placed In tbe college 
museum. But there was no suitable 
place found tor them. The professor 
of classical archaeology said they 
could not go into his collection with 
Juno and Diana and the Venus with­ 
out arms. 
Even when it was pointed out that 
the Missouri angels were as badly 
battered as those of which he had se­ 
cured plaster casts from the ancient 


Atoens still he declined, ffhe profes­ 
sor of animat husbandry did not think 
angels were in his departm ent 
The 
professor of geology refused them. 
Finally , in sheer desperation, toe 
dean of the agricultural college sought 
out his 
old friend 
Rippey , fornmr 
secretary of the state hoard of agrb 
culture, now of the state fair. 
*Tn what department of agriculture 
do y ou classify plaster angelsr* he 
made inquiry . Col. Rippey would nok 
undertake to classify them, hut mML 
he would find a place for them jto : toe 
new state building. Permission was 
^ k e d of the hoard of curatori to xmtoe 
the tra n te r "and it was readily and 
voclferoiisiy granted. 
And when the railroad agent under­ 
took to find the freight rates on angels 
he could fin4 none. There had never 
been a shipment of angels on Ms rail­ 
road before.

Philadelphia, Nov. 10.—The hoard of 
directors of the Pennsy lvania Railroad 
company have ordered an advance of 
ten i>er cent, in the wages of all per­ 
m anent employ es of the company who 
now receive less than $ 200 a month. 
The increase tak es effect December 1, 
1906, and applies to all lines of the 
Pennsy lvania sy stem both east and 
west of Pittsburg. 
The Pennsy lvania and its affiliated 
companies employ s about 192,000 men. 
Of these about 185,000 will participate 
in the increase of wages. 
This will 
involve an addition of some 112,000,- 
000 to the pay rolls of the various 
companies, the Pennsy lvania Railroad 
company itself contributing 
nearly 
$ 8,500,000 of the total. 
The Pennsy lvania In 1902 awarded 
an increase of ten per cent, to all em­ 
ploy es 
receiving 
less than $ 200 a 
month. Thus, the present readjust­ 
ment will be equivalent to a total ad­ 
dition of twenty per cent, to the rates 
paid in September, 1902. In many 
cases it will represent an extra in­ 
crease, for readjustments of wages of 
special classes of employ es have been 
made since 1902. Even as recently as 
October 1st of this y ear a monthly 
total of $ S0,733 or $ 368,796 a y ear, was 
added to the salaries and wages of 
1,05S men, principal^ telegraph opera­ 
tors. The new order applies to them 
quite as completely as to other em-

JUDGE SANBORN’S OPINION. 


He Says That Fraucf Was Committed 
—-Court’s Opinion Was Upheld 
At St. Paul, Minn. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 10.—Judg e San- 
born, of the United States circuit 
court of appeals, has delivered an 
opinion at St. Paul upholding the Mis- 
trict court in St. Louis in allowing 
Henry county to collect $16,000 from 
the Citizens’ bank of Clinton, depos­ 
ited by Salmon & Salmon. 
In delivering the opinion. Judg e 
Sanford say s Salmon 
& Salmon wera 
g uilty of fraudulent dealing in con­ 
spiring to obtain the dei>osit of all of 
Henry county ’s money and then divide 
it equally among the Salmon, Citizens’ 
bank and the other banks of Clinton. 
The opinion say s: 
“The combination to suppress com­ 
petition at public sale was a fraudu­ 
lent conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
and contrary to public policy . Who­ 
ever knowing ly receives money , prop­ 
erty or benefit from another, throug h 
the fraud of a third, is alway s liable 
to restore it or its value. By so much 
the more is he liable when he partici­ 
pates himself in the perpetration of a 
fraud.” . 
When the petition in bankruptcy 
was filed ag ainst Salmon & Salmon 
June 26. 1905, the bank had $16,000 to 
its credit in the Citizens* bank cf 
Clinton. 
Daniel F. Blake was appointed trus­ 
tee of the bankrupt estate of the Sal­ 
mons. Henry county claimed $16,000, 
and the Citizens’ bank ag reed to pay 
it into court and let the court decide.

“ KATY” GETS LAND 


Important Decision By Kansas 
Supreme Court. 


’TIS HARD ON THE SETTLES. 


100-Foot Tract Which Ex tends From 
Fort Riley Clear to the Ter­ 
ritory Line. 


Topeka, 
Nov . 
10.—Tliousands 
of 
acres of tlie most v aluable farm land 
in Kansas, 
together 
with a large 
atnoiint of land located in towns and 
cities of the state, is giv en to the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas & Tex as railway by a 
decision of the Kansas supreme court 
today in the case of the Missouri, Kan­ 
sas & Tex as Railway company v s. 
Watson., 
In July , 1866, congress granted to 
the Union Pacific Railroad company . 
Southern branch, now the Missouri, 
Kansas & Tex as Railway company , a 
right of way 200 feet wide from Fort 
Riley to the south line of the state. 
Afterward patents were issued to pri­ 
v ate pei'sons for land through which 
the railroad runs without ex cepting 
the right of way . 
These persons hav e tr ^ te d the right 
of way as being only 100 feet wide, 
and in some cases v aluable improv e­ 
ments hav e been made on the outer 
fifty feet on each side, which hav e 
been occuplM and used without dis­ 
turbance for many y ears. The rail­ 
road company broufiit suit to oust 
these occupants and the court decides 
In its fav or. 
The land affected by the decision 
lies In Geary , Morris, Ly on, Coffey , 
W^oodson, Allen, Neosho and. Labette 
counties. 
The opinion was written by Justice 
Burch, who said the case m ust finally 
be decided in the United States su­ 
prem e court, as an act of congress is 
inv olv ed. 
From former decisions of the higher 
conrt, Justice feurch holds that the 
grant to the railroad took effect im­ 
mediately upon the passage of the 
act amTthsff all persons who bought 
lands adjoining the railroad property 
took their titles, subject to the com­ 
pany ’s rights. 
This Is based on the fact that the 


officials of the land department could 
not issue patents to persons which 
would allow' the purchaser a title to 
the land 
which already 
had been 
giv en to the railroad. 
The wide right of way was granted 
to the railroad with the ex press pro 
v ision that all troops and munitions of 
war should be carried free forev er and 
^ priv ate indiv iduals cannot encroach 
upon the right of way since the coun­ 
try has been settled so that the com­ 
pany can be depriv ed of the land. 
This case should not be confused 
with the Katy suit against the gov ern­ 
ment for the land grant in Indian ter 
ritory in which Kansas is acting as 
trustée for the railroad company . 


Katy Tracks Torn Up. 
Oklahoma City , Ok., Nov . 10.—With 
the aid of police authorities a big 
force of men under the supendsion of 
the board of education today tore up 
a railway track belonging to the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas & Tex as railway Which 
was built ov er ground occupied by the 
W ebster school in an endeav or to con­ 
nect with an Industrial track. 
For some few' w'eeks the Missouri, 
Kansas & Tex as and the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe railway hav e been 
at war for possession of right of way 
for industrial tracks In the southeast­ 
ern portion of the city , and the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas & Tex as officials took 
adv antage of the riv al railroad by hav ­ 
ing the track built at night by a force 
of 250 men.

apoHf. and giv en a hearing before the 
gov ernor Friday . The decision of the 
gov ernor came with unex pected • sud­ 
denness after Hmshaw admitted that
